AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] At all hazards 
cars will be operated throughout San Francisco tomorrow.

There may be delays;' there may be biood- 
shed, but the Amalgameted Association of and Electric Rail- 
way Employees of America will be beaten, and a victory that estab-

WOULD HAVE STATE AROUSE. 

“I want to see the whole State of 
California rise up and stand for this 
principle of industrial freedom. I 
want to see San Francisco cast off all 


hands that would strangle her liberty. 


This must be a city where all honest 
men may find work, else it cannot be 
a true American city. If the people 
will not rise and ind this now. 
they may never hope to a it. The 
city’s future depends upon this issue. 
It is. better to suffer a great deal for a 
short time than to suffer a great deal 
for a long time. It woild better be 
today than tomorrow. 

“In proving faithless, the Carmen's 
Union injured itself more than any- 
body else. In striking, they were not 
aiming a blow at an enemy, but at a 
friend—a friend, however, let them 
whderstand, who is an adherent of pub“ 
lic Hberty, and who will stand unalter- 
ably fof that principle. 

“Right must win in this fight. These 
men have grown so arrogant through 
the recognition of their union that 
they ruthlessly violated a solemn con- 
tract with the United Railroads and 
insultingly refused to wait even one

CALHOUN REFUSES RECOGNITION. 
President Calhoun, once a iriend of 
this union, will never -recoghize 
again. He is perfectly willing that 
the strike-breakers whom he imported 
from the East should be organized, 
and the result be that another Car- 
men’s Union will be formed which will 
take the place of the discarded union.

THREE LONG COLUMNS. 

Three long columns lay with their 
heads just a mile west of the extreme 
point of Lioyd’s Neck and three miles 
directly north .of Sagamore Hill, 
through the harbor entrance of Oyster 
Bay. With intervals between columns 
and ships of 450 yards, they stretched 
along the Sound toward New York 
for more than two miles. The fleet 
consists of three ‘squadrons, or two 
divisions, two torpedo-boat flotillas, 
sudmarines, a troopship and five aux- 
iliaries. 

MAINE HEADS THE LIST. 

The center column represented the 
heavier vessels and the fighting capac- 
ity of the fleet. This colamn was head- 
ed by the Maine, the flagship of Ad- 
miral Evans. Directly astern was the 
sister ship Missouri, 12,500 tons: then 
the two 11,120-ton battleships Ken- 
tucky and Kearsarge, then the 16,000- 
ton Louisiana, just completed, which 
the navy fondly calls the “most mod- 
ern battleship,” succeeded by the 14,- 
$48-ton Rhode Island, New Jersey and 
Virginia. The column was. completed 
by the four monitors, Puritan, Nevada, 
Florida and Arkansas.

HORIZON OF COLLEGE 


ATHLETICS CLOUDY. 


Coach Ralph 


The two principals in the Southern 


ARK clouds are hanging along 

the horizon of Southern California 

college athletics, and there is a 
possibility that at least two of the 
local schools will refuse to enter the 
schedule of games for this year. st. 
Vincent’s College men feel slighted, 
and the University of 
fonia athletes are determined stan 
out for what the~ claim to be their 


rights. 

‘The question of eligibility, and the 
ominous one-year residence clause, 
which Occidental and Pomena men 
would insert into any agreement pro- 
posed, is the bugaboo which fright- 
ens the Catholics and Methodists. 

Presbyterians and Congregationalists 
would compel every athlete desiring to 
compete to live in the South at least 
one year before taking part in foot- 
ball, track athletics or baseball. They 
deciare this clause in the agreement 
will make for pure athietics and will 
add to the interest In amateur sports. 

An athletic committee, composed of 
one member of the and one 
student from each of t colleges of 
Séuthern California, is supposed to 
handle the question of eligibility. As.@ 
matter of fact, however, St. Vincent's 
has not been represented on the com- 


mittee thus far, and Whittier College) 


has also been given the cold shoulder. 
TWO THAT ARE OUT. 

There seems to be no explanation for 
leaving these two schools out of the 
conference, other than a desire to drop 
them from participation in college 
sports hereabouts. That the action of 
the committee is unfair is conceded 
by athietes from several of the schools, 
and it is believed the cause of ath- 
letics has already been. given a set- 
back as far as the colleges are con- 


cerned, 

Though hours have been spent in 
fruitiess discussion and wordy argu- 
ments have been delivered on the sub- 

t of a one-year clause, it was not 
until the opening of this season that 
the question was ever seriously con- 
sidered. The rule is in vogue among 
the larger eastern colleges and univer- 
sities, and has been found to work 


for the betterment of conditions among’ 


the athletic fraternity. 

Solidiy lined up against the adop- 

tion of the clause, the U.S.C. men de- 
clare they will not enter any agree- 
ment which will keep prospective ath- 
letes out of the 1906-07 games. They 
declare their determination to sever 
ali athletic relations rather than sub- 
mit to What they profess to believe is 
an unfair ruling. They say they will 
agree to the rule if it shall take effect 
a year from now. 
' Just as determined are Pomona and 
Occidental that the rule shall go Into 
effect at once—or, at least, before the 
beginning of the second semester. They 
declare that much valuable time has 
already been lost, and ask that the 
clause be given a fair test. 

Should the deadlock continue, tt Is 
safe to predict U.S.C. will withdraw 
from any conference on athletics and 
will seck games with northern schools.

Vincent's College open for contests.

Never before has the need for a 
governing body which shall have 
charge of all such disputes been so 
evident as this year. Vexed questions 
which have troubled oollegians and 
undergraduates for years are still 
unsolved, and as the A.A.U. has no 
jurisdiction over such matters, it has 
remained for local committees to 
thrash them out as best they may. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the rule providing that an athlete 
shall represent his college for no long- 
er a period than four years will go 
into effect In the proposed new reso- 
lutions. Had this clause been en- 
forced last season, the trouble occa- 
sioned by Chapin of Occidental, who 
was finally barred after reaching 
Berkeley and Stanford with the All- 
Southern track team, would have been 
avoided. 

Members of the committee have ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of allow- 
ing students entering college from a 
regularly accredited high school to 
compete in athletics during the fresh- 
man year.

Late In July, the carmen requested 
the United Riilroads to settle or arbi- 
trate with the Electrical Union. Re- 
ply was that the matter would be 
taken up upon the return of President 
Calhoun August 15. Right after this 
and before August 15, W. D. Mahon, 
the international president of the car- 
men, saw Calhoun in New York and 
telegraphed the San Francisco union 
that if the men would return to work, 
Calhoun would arbitrate with them.

VICIOUS AND MISLEADING. 
A week ago last Sunday, without the 
slightest of. a conference to arbitrate 
difficulties, the. carmen issued a vicious 
and misleading statement, demanding 
$3 a day and an eight-hour day. They 
demanded this, although they had en- 
tered into a contract in January with 
the United Rallroads, which was to be 
effective until May 1, 1907, in which it 
was stated that they would not ask 
for any increase in wages and that all 
differences would first be submitted to 
arbitration. 
This contract has been the result of 
weeks of investigation and study, and 
was‘entirely satisfactory to both par- 
ties to it. Wednesday, carmen were 
notified that their request would be 
taken up by. the board of directors of 
the company Monday, and that Presi- 
dent Calhoun would arrive Saturday 
night. In another vicious and mis- 
leading communication, the unton de- 
manded a direct refusal or acceptance 
by Friday afternoon. The union 
thought that Mullaly was weak-kneed, 
and that, in the absence of Callioun, he 
would persuade the board of directors 
to give in and accede to the demands.

FIGHT ite on—a gigantic fight 
for 30,000 acres of as fair land as 
the sun shines on in Southern 

California—forty-¢eight square miles of 
Orange county's wheat and bean land. 
James Irvine's vast holdings, attacked 
by the land-hungry many times before, 
are now to face another struggle. 
James Irvine is dead, but his heirs 
stand in his place, ready to fight as 
he fought for the maintenance entire 
of the Lomas d* Santiago grant. 
Against them. are arrayed nearly a 
hundred men who believe that the 
larger portion of the land is by right 
public domain, and who wish to take 
it up under the new homestead act. 
Behind the hundred are forces that 
the former would-be homesteaders did 
not have. 


their attorney. Senator Flint and 
Congressman McLachlan are said to 
have promised their aid when the time 
comes. The United States government 
may take a hand in the affair, if the 
litigation takes the turn many expect. 
Joseph H. Call, special government 
counsel in various cases, and the man 
who made the railroads disgorge part 
of their land holdings, is one of those 
interested. 
GHOST A K BEFORE. 

The fight over the Irvine holdings ts 
a ghost that has arisen more than 
onee. Now it bids fair to be laid low 
onee for all. 

When Grover Cleveland was Presi- 
dent he thought it important enough 
to send a man from Washington to in- 
vestigate. That man was John R. Col- 
lins, special agent of the General Land 
Office and the Treasury Department. 
His report is interesting reading. It is 
still on file in Washington. 

The railroads once took a hand In 
the game, but withdrew in the first 
blush of battle, when they found that 
it would not benefit them as much as 
they supposed to win. : 

A group of twelve or fifteen men 
more than twenty years ago endeav- 
ored to do what a hundred are now 
trying. They lost in the lower courts, 
and did not carry it farther. One of 
the old timers, bitterly reminiscent of 
the land-feuds in those days, said yes- 
terday: “Old Jim Irvine was rich, and 
he had a pull. Now the pull is gone, 
and we may see a different result.” 

Then there was,a man named Chil- 
ton, who maintained his right to a 
part of the land now to be fought over. 
He lived on it two years, and suddenly 
decamped. Rumor says he was bought 


All of these things have their gen- 
esis in the days when a man could 
ride to the top of a hill, wave his hand 
out over a purple valley, and say “Tt 
is mine!’ A ranch of 1000, or 2000, 
or 5000 acres was a mere bagatelle, 
lost sight of in the immensity of the 
Spanish land grants. 

But with all the immensity, there 
was a limit. No grant could be larger 
than ten leagues. Ten leagues are 
44,000 acres, as we now méasure land. 

, In the country that is noW Orange 
county there were many’ of these 
grants, whose names are preserved 
on the maps even today. This fight 
affects part of the Lomas de Santiago 
grant, which lies about two miles 
nearly east of,Tustin, Tustin is a lit- 
tle ways Santa Ana. 

THERE'S A DISCREPANCY. 
One of the grants was one of the 
limit ten leagues, called San Joaquin. 
In the course of time it came into the 
possession of James Irvine, and {is 
still the main possession of his heirs. 
it lies along the coast for many miles, 
between Newport Beach and Goff Isl- 
and, and runs iniand to the Santa Fé 
Railroad. Northeast of it was another 
grant, ths famous Lomas de Santiggo. 

Now, according to the men who are 
‘forcing the fight, this was originally a 
small grant of four leagues, about 17,- 
000 acres. It was made to Theodocio 
Yorba by the Spanish crown. By him 
it was sold to William Wolfskill, wh» 
sold it to Liewellyn Bixby and a man 
named Flint. It is stated that through 
these transactions the grant was al- 
ways called of four leagues. 

Later it came into the possession of 
James Irvine as a grant of eleven 
leagues. There is the crux of the 
trouble. Several times during the past 
three decades this discrepancy has 
been the corner-stone of attempts to 
take from Irvine part of his holdings. 
It is charged that he wanted a piece 
of land lying north of his San Joaquin 


ago grant. He could not add it to his 
t, because that was already 
the limit. So he bought the Lomas de 
Santiago, which was under the limit, 
and found a complaisant surveyor. 
The surveyors in those days were 
not always painfully exact. They 
sometimes went to the top of a hill, 


said, “Your land will run about 


that tree across the vailey.’ And the 
tree became the boundary. Among 
those surveyors this particular man 
was notorious for his free and easy 
way of annexing a young county to a 
grant. 

Thus, say the foes of Irvine and his 
heirs, it happened that the Lomas de

MANY TRY, MANY FAIL. 

When the «boom days came and 
everybody was land mad, this 30,000 


acres that had been added attracted 


the eyes of many settlers. Many and 


many a man tried to settle it. Some 
were dispossessed, some were scared 
off, and jt is a tradition that one man, 
Chilton, was bought off.’ 

A howl was sent to Washington 
about this and many other matters 
that the Land Commission had left 
at loose ends. In 1887 Cieveland sent 
out John Collins to investiga 
the. summer of that year appeared an 
article in The Times, stating that he 
had done his work and found seventy- 
two cases of land fracds | One that he 
considered a fraud was this Lomas de 
Santiago grant. He sail in his re- 
port. which ts one of thé documents 
that the homerteaders rely on, that 
about seven leagues of ground had 
been added to the grant from the pub- 
lic domain, and in addition that the 
county records had been erased and 
falsified.

But the third parties have appeared, 
now, and promise to use the Collins 
report and some other historical] data 
in a last vigorous onsiaught on the 
Irvine acres. 

WOULD HELP BROWN SOME. 

Luther Brown may be congratulated 
if he wins the fight. The scheme has 
been arranged‘ in this way. Every 
one who goes into it binds himself to 
pay a dollar for every acre he wishes 
to get.- This dollar is to be paid in 
four installments, and used for the 
expenses of the suit. If Brown wins 


the spit, the men agree to pay him $4) 


more for every acre, so that the land 
will cost them $5 an acre. They will 
then get as many acres as they have 
signed for. 

Under the new homestead law, the 
land will not cost anything, so that 
Brown will get approximately $4 an 
acre as his fee if successful. 

Ahthough there are 30,000 acres in- 
volved, about 12,000 acres of it are 
considered the most valuable, and the 
principal objects of the fight. If the 
suit is won, Brown's fee on the 12,000 
acres will be approximately $60,000. 
That seems something worth going 
after, as his expenses are paid by the 
dollar an acre assessment. 

Nearly a hundred men have. joined 
the pool, and about 9000 acres has been 
filed on. If successful, they will draw 
for choice of sections, the backers to 
have a special drawing first. 
LAWYER SENT TO WASHINGTON. 

Already some work has been don 
on the suit. Attorney P. E. Usher has 
been to Washington to look over the 
land office records and reports, and it 
is understood that Congressman Me- 
Lausblin has been busy there als:. 
Various other investigations have been 
quietly conducted, and the campaign is 
now soon to open. 

Here is a prize indeed, and a fight.

BULLET THROUGH BREAST. 


Robert Woodward Accidentally Shoots 
Himself, Physicians Fear Spinal 
Cord ts Severed. 


Robert Woodward, the 20-year-old 
son of O. L. Woodward, vice-president 
of the Briggs Real Estate Company, 
accidentally shot - himself yesterday 
morning at 8:30 in his father’s apart- 
ments in the Castle Craig Hotel, Sec- 
end and Olive oe Woodward had 
just returned with two of his friends 
from a camping trip up Mt. Wlison, 
and while his friends were eating 
breakfast he went into the adjoining 
room to clean and put away the fire- 
arms that had been ¢arried. While he 
was engaged in doing this he acciden- 
tally discharged a 32-caliber revolver, 
the bullet passing through the left 


breast, just missi the heart, and 
lodging in the neighborhood of the 
spinal cord, 


Dr. George Walrath was summoned 
and took charge of the patient until he 
could be taken to the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, where the boy is making a 
brave battle for life. Up to last even- 
ing the doctors were unable to locate 
the bullet and are placing their hope | 
in his robust constitution. 

Reports from the hospital late last 
night stated that after an X-ray ex- 
amination it was found that the bullet 
had taken a downward course after 
entering the body, and had lodged near 
the eleventh dorsal vertebra,

TEAM FAMINE: 
BLOCKS WORK. 


LACK OF HORSES AND MULES DE- 
LAYS CONTRACTORS. 


Seven Thousand Dollars Offered for 
Seven Teams, But Not Accepted. ~ 
Important Pieces of Local Railway , 
Building, Both Steam and Electric, 
Are Lagging. 


A horse and mule famine is the cri- 
sis in the affsirs of Los Angeles con- 
tractors, especially those with large 
railroad jobs on hand. — 

Inability to procure teams is holding 
up half a dozen important pieces of 
steam and electric. railway extensions 
in and about this, city, and this in spite 
of the fact that contractors are offering 
almost . fabulous sums for teame. 

Saturday a well known contractor 
who is in desperate straits to finish up 
a piece of work offered $7000 spot 
cash for seven teams. He was unable 
to procure them. The best that he 
could do was two teams, and he was 
almost ready to give up his contract in 
despair. 

This .scarcity of teams is what has 
caused) the delay in beginning work 
on the’proposed Smeltzer cut-off of the 
Southern Pacific. 
completion of the double tracking of 
that company .from Los Angeles to 
Burbank. It also stands in the way of 
the commencement of work on the 
Azusa-Glendora line of the Pacific 
Electric and is causing. work on the 
Covina jine to drag. 

The growing activity in the improve- 
ments of suburban villas and the lay- 
ing out of néw additions to the city 
calling for the immense number of 
teams ‘that it does, is given as the 
reason for the scarcity of teams avail- 
able for railroad work. 

Both the railway contractors and 
the real @state men pay excellent wages 
to teamsters with teams, but the town- 
site work is preferred by the team- 
sters, and the other work stuffers in 
consequence. 

While work on local lines is suffer- 
ing for want of teams, thatonthe Salt 
Lake extension to Bullfrog from Las 
Vegas is held up by a scarcity of ties. 

Just at a time when the tie famine 
was in a way to be tided over with a 
large consignment of sleepers, the 
washout occurred, near Caliente, and 
all the ties were seized by the parent 
company to be used in cribbing up the 
main line. 

But 1,000,000 new tiles are now on 
their way down from Oregon, and it 
is-hoped that work will soon be pushed 
toward Bullfrog without further delay,

rival of President Calhoun in the city) 
before precipitating the strike. If 
they had waited this brief time, as 
they were asked to do by the direct- 
ors and subordinate officers of the 
company, the strike would probably 
have been averted. 

President Calhoun, since the strike 
was begun, has shown a spirit of fair- 
mindedness and generosity which has 
won public admiration and commen- 
dation throughout the State. His po- 
sition is and has been from the start, 
impregnable. He has offered to sub- 
mit the demands of the men to arbi- 
tration if they will first return to work 
under the schedule called gor in their 
agreement. “Under no circumstances,” 
says President Calhoun, “will I con- 
sent to treat with men who are not 
ih the company’s employ. The com- 
pany stands ready to consider requests 
from its employés, but it will not ac- 
cede to demands from outsiders.” 

Could anything be fairer than this? 
The proposition of President Calhoun 
was so fair and so sensible that it 
would have been promptly accepted 
if the strikers had been Actuated by 
a desire to deal honorably and justly 
with their employers. But, influenced 
by the demagogic misrepresentations 
of their false leaders, they rejected 
the conciliatory and generous offer of 
President Calhoun, and flatly refused 
to return to work unless their demands 
were complied with in toto. 

If ever a union made a mistake, the 
carmen’s union made one in refusing 
to meet President Calhoun half way. 
This action demonstrated the wisdom 
of the United Railroads in bringing 
men from the East to take the places 
of the strikers. Such a move was 
necessary in order that car service 
might be resumed, for the suspension 
of service is subjecting the people of 


and loss. 

The ‘company has an unquestionable 
right to bring in new men, and the 
new men have an unchallenged right 
to operate the cars. If trouble should 
ensue, it will be because of interfer- 
ence by the strikers, for in the absence 
of interference the car service in San 
Francisco will be resumed in a few 
days at the latest.’
